THE OHIO MOVEMENT. ~ 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Cotumsus, O., Aug. 11.—The City-Hall was 
well filied this evening, between 1,500 and 


2.000 being present. The appearance of the 


hall seemed to indicate that a majority of the 
workingmen of the city had turned out in an- 
swer to the call for a meeting of the working- 
men of the city regardless of past political 
faith. Mr. Lewis called the meeting to order, 
and Thomas F. Loyd was called to the Chair. 
Vice-Presidents and Secretaries were chosen. 
A. committee was appointed by the 
Chair to draft resolutions. After about 
fifteen minutes consultation, Mr. Clancy 
submitted a report, which wasread. It become 
at once apparent that the paper was a cut and 
dried give-away of the meeting to the Democ- 
racy. It denounced the Republican party for 
all their misfortunes, but nothing was said 
about the Democracy. After much hissing and 
shouting, Mr. Lewis presented a minority re- 
port, which he was permitted to read, after 
much confusion. Afterthe reading of the mi- 
nority report, Mr. Spohn arose and made a 
fiery speech, denouncing the gag arrangement 
which had been attempted. The hall was in a 
perfect uproar for a while, even rivaling the 
memorable meeting on the 8th of January last. 
The Chair finally restored order, and the cries 
of “fraud” were shouted again. It become 
evident the Democrats had attempted to cap- 
ture the meeting, foot and horse. After three 
or four unsuccessful attempts toreach a decision 
as to whether the majority or minority report 
should be adopted, the Chair decided that the

he total alienation of the Government and Repre- 
sentatives in Legislatures and Congress from the 
people who have intrusted them with their inter- 
ests and protection; and 

Wreneas, All efforts baving heretofore failed 
which have for their object tne emancipation of 
the working classes, owing to the manifest divisions 
in the ranks of labor; an 

Wuereas, The destruction of the industries of 
the country and the pauperizing of its labor must 
be the inevitable consequence of partial jegislation 
on the part of our lawmakers; therefore, 

Resotved, That we earnestly recommend the 
organization of workingmen for political purposes, 
to be called the Protective Labor Party, Rav ng for 
its opjects: First, the mutual protection of labor. 
second, direct representation of the working 
classes in municipal and State Legislatures and 
Congress; third, repeal of all oppressive laws 
against labor: fourth, the enactment of just laws 
for the protection of labor. 

The speeches made were of a conservative 
character. 

A Communistic communication from the 
Workingmen’s party of the United States was 
ö to the meeting, but was tabled unani- 
mously. 

After the appointment of a committee com- 
posed of delegates from the trades represented 
to draft plans of organization, the meeting ad-

At the ninety-sixth annual communication of 
the Grand Lodge of New Yorka report was 
presented by M. W. John W. Simonson the 
condition of Masonry throughout the world. 
It embraces thirty-seven Grand Lodges in the 
United States, seven in the Dominion of Cana- 
da, and seven Grand Orients and lodges in other 


countries.

In Cuba an independent Grand Lodge was 
formed on the Ist of August, 1876, in Havana. 

In England tlie three neipal officers (ex- 
cluding the Deputy Grand Master) are of the 
Royal family. The Prince of Wales is Grand 
Master, and his brothers, the Duke of Con- 
naught and Prince Leopold, Senior and Junior 
Grand Wardens. ‘The safe return of the 
Grand Master from his visit to India was com- 
meniorated by appropriating $10,000 to form 
two life-boat stations in perpetuity on the En- 
glish coast, and a memorial tabiet in commem- 
oration of the event was ordered to be erected 
in the Grand Lodge Hall. The Prince of Wales 
was re-elected Grand Master. Harmony pre- 
vails, and prosperity attends the labors of the 
Grand Lodge. 

In France the Masons have taken a retrograde 
movement, reversing its own constitution, the 
second section of which says: ‘Freemasonry 
is based on the existence of God and the immor- 
tality of the soul.“ In American and English 
Masonry a candiaate may hold what religious 
opinions he pleases, but he must believe in the 
existence of an almighty and ever-living God or 
he cannot be admitted. No atheist can be made 
a Mason. When a body of men departs from 
this, the original plan of Freemasonry, it has 
stepped beyond the pale, and ceases to be Ma- 
sonrv in fact, whatever it may call itself. France 
bas 228 lodges. 

In Germany there are eight Grand Lodges 
united in what is called a Grand Lodge League, 
which holde annual sessions. The last Diet 
heard of was held in Berlin June 4, 1876, and its 

roceedings were anything but satisfactorv to 
Penns lvania and New York. former has 
cut off all communication with it, and does not 
recognize Masons from a German Grand Lodge. 
New York has not taken action as yet. Under 
the eight Grand Lodges there are subordi- 
pate lodges, and there are five independent 
lodges of English origin. There are altogether 
in existence 465 German lodges, which are 
thus divided: Germany, 331; Switzerland, 9; 
Hungary, 20; Roumania, 1; England, 1; Italy, 
2; Turkey, 1; Egypt. 2; China, 1; l’eru, 1; Bra- 
zil, 1: United States, 25, of which three are 
working under the Grand e of Hamburg. 

Switzerland has a symbolic Grand Lodge (the 
Alpina), and is likelx to be soon recogni by 
our American Grand Lodges. The Grand Orient 
of the Netherlands has seventy subordinate 
lodges; Prince Frederick is Grand Master, and 
bas held the office e‘xty years. Sweden has a 
Grand Lodge and twenty-seven subordinate 
lodges; King Oscar Frederick is Grand Master.

A Peculiar Jury Summoned by Constable

JUSTICE SUMMERFIELD 

was asked why he refused to ship the entire 
jury when asked to by Mr. Linscott. His 
answer was, “Because no sufficient reason 
was given on which to act.“ Mr. Linscott 
said he had reason to believe the jury was 
packed, but made no affidavit to that effect, and 
the Justice did not feel authorized to act upon 
a simple suspicion. 

He was also asked if the fine imposed on Mr. 
Sherwin was not a very small one, considering 
that it was an assault committed in the pres- 
ence of the Court upon a city officer. His 
answer to this was that he assessed the highest 
fine which the law empowered him to.

CALIFORNIA VINTAGE, 


The Extraordinary Crop of 1877—California 
Brandy—Chance for Capitalists. 
San Francisco Correspondence Battimore Sun. 

The California vintage of 1877 promises to be 
the best yet, both in quality and quantitv. The 
crop is usually expressed in gallons of wine pro- 
duceable. This year’s vintage is rated at 8,000,- 
000 of gallons of wine. While all other.crops 
are lamentably short, the grape crop is embar- 
rassingly large. Never were vintners so puzzled 
to know how to dispose of the grapes. Every 
place of storage is full. Not a stand cask 
offers to receive another lon. The wine 
market is unusually torpid. Last year the mone- 
tary disturbance check sales. ine merchants 
abroad declined to increase their dormant 
stores, though the wines of California are grow- 
ing in public favor. Looking over the Cooke 
the wine merchant feels assured that he is mak- 
ing money. But for the collector the expressive 
formulary is empty pockets and full cellars— 
take a glass. To cask 8,000,000 gallons would 
require a cooperage of $400,000, to be provided 

ore autumn. For this we have not the wood 
nor the artisans, nor is the coin convenient. 
There appears but one way to save the half of 
this year’s crop from lost by the non- 
user. 

California brandy has been well tested, and 
dealers abroad enco vintners with assur- 
ance of ready sale for we can produce. In 
this climate brandy ripens above ground in 
eighteen months sutlicientiy to enabie dealers 
to discriminate. In three years it is ready for 
consumption. Understand, pure brandy ripens 
in half the usual time, aud the climate of = 
fornia ripens it; so that while all the impurities 
are eliminated, the delicious fragrance of the 
grape is preserved. At first dealers whose taste 
was perverted by foreign brandies, which have 
no taste of grapes by reason of being so adul- 
terated, objected that our wines were too 
fruity. Thee always understood that 
real brandy don’t show grape, therefore ours 
was artificial. This error is corrected. Wheth- 
er wine or brandy, the buyer has a guarantee of 
its purity stronger than a Christian oath. What- 
ever the adulterating material, it costs more 
than grape juice pure and simple. That is a 
clincher that admits no * Federal 
legislation against corrupt distillers has hither- 
toso hampered our vintners that but little 
brandy has been made. This accounts for Cali- 
fornia brandy being not much known. Con- 
gress, when rightly informed, has now removed 
rest: ictions and granted facilities that will soon 
quadruple our vineyards ane Srey increase 
their profits. Though viney could be got 
for half their cost, we never epcouraged capital 
to invest hitherto. 

Now we commend vineyard property to the 
special attention of capitalists to whom the busi- 
ness would be agreeable. Wine converted into 
brandy pays 50 per cent more profit. It is re- 
duced in bulk four-fifths. The coo ex- 
penses the same. Storage and other 
greatly reduced. The Government excise, 90 
cents a gallon, is now payable at the expiration 
of eighteen months in bond, it can be 
shipped to Europe free from excise. There is 
no difficulty in negotiating for advances under 
such circumstances, which will be a great relief 
to vintners and merchants. | 

The best brandy requires converting grapes 
into wine. Then it is distilled, yielding one 
brandy to five of wine. This condensation 
would make it practicable to supply cooperage 
for this year’s vintage. It would require quick 
motion to ide some scores of stills, cos¥ag 
at least each. It is contemplated to erect 
one by co-operation to serve several vineyards. 

When one has a vineyard paying expenses it 
costs but atrifie to extend it. In three 
the new plants bear ap 
crops is unknown.

As the Chinese of Frisco emigrated from 
the British port of Hong Kong, it is pro- 
posed to present their claims for damages 
sustained during the riots through the Brit- 
ish Minster, It is doubtful if he will 
pay any attention to the matter. It 
is true China has no representative 
at the seat of our National Govern- 
ment, but this does not make a Chinaman a 
Briton any more than it makes him a French- 
man, or a prairie-hen, or a steam ferryboat 
with red paddles and a green light. He is a 
Chinaman from scalp to sole, and a subject 
of the Chinese Empire, and all the English- 
men upon whom the sun never set can’t 
help him in his present dilemma. That 
the pig-tails of San Francisco have 
been seriously pulled of late is unquestiop- 
able, and the indemnification of their owners 
would be a simple act of justice; but they 
must secure such indemnification in a legal 
way, and not further complicate matters by 
suddenly turning up, minus aspirates, and 
claiming kindred with the Union Jack. 


The Judiciary Committee of the Council 
report that the Park Commissioners, under 
the advice of their counsel, will not accept 
the responsibility of taking possession of 
Michigan avenue and keeping it in decent 
condition. But the Judiciary Committee 
recommends, in lieu of the project proposed, 
that an ordinance be passed providing for the 
improvement of Michigan avenue, between 
Monroe and Thirty-fifth streets, by special 
assessment upon the abutting property. We 
fear this will prove to be a slow process. 
Under the present law it takes about 
two years to make such an  assess- 
ment, fight it through the courts, aud 
collect the money, and therefore the im- 
provement would not be made much before 
1880, unless the city advances the money, 
which it is not very likely to do. But, if 
anything be done to repair the street, it will 
be wise and proper to pass such an ordinance 
as the Committee has suggested,—if it is 
within the power of the Council,—regu- 
lating the width of the tires of trucks, carts, 
wagons, stages, and other heavy vehicles 
that shall be allowed to drive on Michigan 
avenue or any other graveled thoroughfares. 
It is mathematically certain that a heavy load 
on wheel-tires four inches wide will not do 


done by the same load on wheel-tires only 
two inches wide. The narrow tires cut into 
a graveled road like an ax when borne down 
by great pressure, especially in wet weather. 
The resistance of the road-bed is governed 
more by the width of the tire than the 
weight of the load. If the tires could be 
made wide enough, heavy loads might im- 
prove rather than damage graveled streets, 
as they would act ag rollers; of course, this 
is out of the question, and it is only men- 
tioned to illustrate the principle. But the 
width of the tires on heavy wagons may be 
so regulated that either the heavy teaming 
will seek some other street or will not cause 
special and destructive damage to the extent 
that it shall travel on Michigan avenue. Such 
an ordinance might be passed with advan- 
tage, whatever be the action in regard to the 
scheme for transferring the street to the. 
Park Commissioners. K 


' HOMES FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 
The fact that there is alarge surplus of 
ordinary labor in this country, and that it is 
to be found.in the cities and towns; that 
this surplus is represented now by a 
million of unemployed and partially 
employed men and their families, is 
of such a character as to demand the 
attention, and if possible the action, of the 
general public. The bulk of this labor is 
unskilled; it is adapted to the rougher occu- 
pations, requiring but little experience or 
training, and the men are as ready and as ca- 
pable of working at one unskilled thing as at 
another. Moreover, the greater part of these 
persons, especially those of foreign birth, 
were engaged before they came here in agricul- 
turalwork. These peopleare nowin the cities 
and towns; they are unemployed, and likely 
to remain so, and poverty, want, and suffer. 
ing are inevitable. They must either earn 
their own bread or it must be given them 
out of the earnings of others; there is 
not work enough to employ them all, 
and they must remain here, where there is 
no work, or they must go where there is work 
to be had. It is useless for these men 
to move from one city or town to the other ; 
the same surplus of laboring men prevails in 
all these places alike. There is only one field 
of labor not fully occupied, and which in the 
negessity of things cannot become over- 
crowded, and for the product of which there 
is always a market and a sale, and that is 
agricultural labor ; and the only certain em- 
ployment affording a comfortable and per- 
manent living open to these surplus common 
laborers is to abandoa the cities, and find 
upon the land that home and that support 
which is not possible elsewhere. 

The case of the coal-miners in Pennsylvania 
isa lamentable one. They as a class are hard- 
working people, and all have families. They 
are mostly foreigners by birth,—English, 
Irish, and Welsh. Their numbers have been 
largely recruited by immigration and by 
natural increase. Their work is laborious, 
and unfortunately their habits are not 
such as to encourage thrift or sav- 
ing for the future. There is a hmit 
to the consumption of coal, and 
so great is the number of coal-miners that six 
months’ mining will produce more coal than 
is consumed in the year. The result is that 
for six months the whole force is unem- 
ployed or one-half the men are out of work. 
This condition of things has been aggravated 
by the suspension of other industries, which 
have thrown other laborers out of employ- 
ment. The misery, suffering, and hardships 
of these people are pitiable, and these have 
been made worse by the general intemper- 
ance, and by the resort to secret societies in 
which violence and murder have been in- 
stigated, and a general spirit of lawlessness 
encouraged.

manent homes which they can call their own. 
It is not easy, perhaps, for a man with a 
family to abandon even the squatter home 
he has in the city and go out into the coun- 
try, and, without means, begin a new life. 
But that which one or two men cannot do 
may be accomplished by an organized effort. 
America was colonized, and has since been 
recruited, by immigration. There are au- 
nually many groups of immigrants who, be- 
fore leaving home, had organized, had con- 
centrated their means, and in a body had 
left for their new homes selected by them 
before leaving. The New World has been 
filled up largely by colonies, or organizations 
of families, groups of people from particular 
towns, all migrating in a body, and settling 
in a common neighborhood. Virginia, 
Maryland, and Pennsylvania were originally 
settled in this way. All over Illinois, Ohio, 
and Wisconsin are towns, counties, and dis- 
tricts originally peopled by large colonies of 
families, who were by organization able to 
reach new homes, which acting singly would 
have been impossible. The Western States 
have been also largely peopled by organized 
migration from the Eastern States. Kansas 
was settled and given a population entitling 
her to admission as a State throngh the 
efforts of the Kansas Aid Society,” organ- 
ized in Massachusetts and sustained by all 
New England. So have large bodies of fam- 
ilies left Virginia, North Carolina, and Ten- 
nessee, and have settled counties and districts 
in Missouri, Arkansas, and even in far-off 
Texas. If whole colonies can be organized 
of working people of small means in Ger- 
many, and moved and planted prosper- 
ously in Texas, certainly a way 
can be found for the moving and 
planting on the fertile lands in Minne- 
sota, Dakota, Nebraska, parts of Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Louisiana, and Texas, of 
the distressed surplus populations of the 
Northern cities who are from want of em- 
ployment degenerating into pauperism, or 
becoming the dupes and victims of Com- 
munism. In all these States there is a strong 
and urgent demand for this class of popula- 
tion. If seventy-five or a hundred fami- 
lies in Chicago, embracing the parents with 
their growing sons and daughters, can or- 
ganize and express their willingness to mi- 
grate, with their little possessions .but stout 
hearts and strong purpose to work, they can 
find by proper efforts communities not only 
willing to receive them, give them present 
labor and homes, but arrange for their oc- 
cupation and ownership of all the land they 
can operate. This is not in the 
wilderness, but in distriets, where schools 
and churches are already established, 
and where there is only ascarcity of willing 
labor. Nor will these people go empty- 
handed. So soon as there is shown a will- 
ingness to leave the corruptions, temptations, 
poverty, and crime of the large cities, remove 
the growing children from the streets where 
crune stalks worse than a pestilence among 
the victims of want, there will be found all 
the aid and the help needed to forward them 
to their destination, and to provide for their 
comfort when there. 

This is the true measure of providing re- 
lief. When any number of the families of 
the unemployed, to whom employment is 
impossibie in the cities, voluntarily ask for 
aid to move to where there is labor to be had 
on land, and where it is remunerated with in- 
dependence, and with comfortable homes, free 
from want and suffering, there will follow 
organized effort notonly to make this migra- 
tion possible, but to promote it by liberal aid. 
The movement must originate among the un- 
employed men themselves. When they are 
resolved to goto other homes where they 
may enjoy plenty, and where they can be the 
owners of the soil they cultivate, then the 
means will befoundtoaidthem. The States 
we have named are fertile, are within easy 
access, are thinly populated, and have lands 
to be had at little cost, capable of supporting 
millions more people. They can absorb all 
the unemployed laborers of the cities and their 
families, and give them all homes and a 
prosperity dependent only on their own in- 
dustry and frugality, and where they can 
raise their families free of the corrupting 
vices and allurements of the large cities. 


- BUILD THE CITY-HALL! 
Now that the construction of the City-Hall 
is again a live question, and urged by all 
classes, there is danger that it may be re- 
tarded by the confusion certain persons are 
trying to stir up, as to who is the architect, 
what plans have been adopted, what stone 
shall be used and how thick it shall be, etc. 
There is just one fact that stands out boldly 
in this whole discussion, and it is that the 
needs of the city and the conditions of the 
law require that work shall be begun on the 
City-Hall without further fooling or procras- 
tination, and prosecuted energetically to the 
end. The points that illustrate and lead up 
to this position may be briefly restated: 
1. There is no longer any doubt that the 
city authorities have been trifling with the 
condition imposed upon them in the act of 
the Legislature restoring the canal fund of 
$3,121,420 to the City of Chicago, and re- 
quiring that from one-sixth to one-third of 
that fund be applied to the restoration 
of the public Structures destroyed in the fire 
of 1871. sum of $317,149 was expended 
in bridges and $3,600 for making the City- 
Hall excavations, and, though it is nearly 
four years since all the money was paid over 
to the city, nothing has yet been done on 
the City-Hall. There remains of the original 
Canal-Lien Fund the sum of $775,343; and, 
as there are no other public buildings to be 
restored, the entire amount may be devoted 
to the construction of the City-Hall. 
2. As far back as June 30, 1874, over three 
years ago, the Common Counsil appropriated 
the sum of $661,000 for building the City- 
Hall, to be taken from the Canal-Redemp- 
tion Fund. This was included in the annual 
appropriation bill for that year, and the 
obligation to fulfill it is increased instead of 
diminished by the length of time during 
which it has been ignored. 
3. The Canal-Redemption Fund was a 
trust-fund from the beginning, since it was 
voted to the City of Chicago by the State 
under certain conditions, and to be used 
for special purposes. Any diversion of that 
fund to other uses was not good faith; as a 
trust fund it has a claim prior to the city 
certificates which have been drawn against 
the general tax-levy. What remains of the 
Canal-Redemption Fund is now the City- 
Hall Fund proper, and so the City-Hall Fund 
is a trust-fund in the same sense. Indeed, 
the Common Council have decided that it 
must be regarded in this light, and at the 
session of July 12 last passed the following 
resolution : 


Resolved, That the Mayor and Comptroller be 
and they are hereby directed to hold ana retain in 
the Treasury such sum of the back taxes which may

What is first wanted is a desire on the part

heretofore made with reference to plans and ma- 
terial for such City-Hall building, that the Council 
may without delay take steps looking to the imme- 
diate opening of work in the construction of such 
City-Hall. 

4. It is not true, as alleged in a certain 
reckless, mendacious sheet, that this fund 
has been squandered and stolen. There are 
now $1.000,000 of money in the City 
Treasury; and if the City-Hall Fund be given 
a priority over all others, as it ought to be, 
then ‘all that remains of it ($775,343) is 
available for immediate use. But, even if 
other special fands be regarded as trust- 
funds and entitled toa proportion of the 
money on hand, then the quota belonging 
to the City-Hall Fund now in the City 
Treasury amounts to $460,000, which is an 
ample sum to begin on, to work through the 
season, and to last till the money begins to 
come in under the collection of back taxes 
next year, as provided by the new law. 

Thus there is no excuse for further delay. 
Competent architegts agree that a good, sol- 
id, broad foundation of thick flag-stones and 
cement will completely obviate the necessity 
for driving piles,—a process that would not 
admit of beginning other work perhaps be- 
fore next spring. The sum of $460,000 at 
least will lie idle in the City Treasury all 
summer, and fall, and winter, unless the 
work be begun at once. We now have a 
Reform Council,—that is, a Council which 
will not steal or squander the money. The 
city needs the hall badly, and the working- 
men are suffering for want of employment. 
EH the work be delayed, under these circum- 
stances, by procrastination and bickering, 
the Aldermen responsible for the delay will 
be held to strict account. 


THE LUMBER-SHOVERS’ PROPOSED STRIKE, 
If the lumber-shovers of Chicago carry out 
the threats they have previously made they 
will strike to-morrow morning for higher 
wages, and undertake to forcibly prevent 
others from taking their places, with the ex- 
pectation of coercing their employers to accede 
to their demands. There are said to be 4,500 
lumber-shovers in this city, mostly Bohemi- 
ans, who were originally mostly all agri- 
cultural laborers, and who have abandoned 
their farm-work in the old country to under- 
take the harder work of lumber-shoving in 
Chicago. It may not be that all of them 
will strike ; but the principles at issue are the 
same whether 100 strike or the whole 4,500. 
There are two sides to this question, as to 
every other. There is no doubt that the 
labor of these men is very hard and toil- 
some. There is no doubt that their wages 
are low. Up to last year they had, we be- 
lieve, $1.50 per day. In the present de- 
pressed condition of the lumber market they 
receive but $1.25. They ought to get more, 
if possible, upon the principle that The 
laborer is worthy of his hire ;” but, if the 
business affords no more, and the market will 
furnish men who are willing to work at the 
current wages, then these striking Bohemians 
have no right to prevent them. They have 
the right to quit work. They have the right 
to ask what they please and to refuse to work 
until they get it; but they have no right to 
forcibly prevent other men from working at 
$1.25 because they want an increase to 
$1.50. The settlement of this question. there- 
fore, depends upon the ability of the lumber 
firms to obtain substitutes. If the market 
will not furnish men who are willing to work 
for the present wages, then the strikers will 
succeed in getting their advance. So far as 
the mere fact of striking is concerned, there 
is nothing censurable in their announcement; 
but, when they couple with it the distinct 
threat that they will not allow any other 
men to take their places, they not only 
transcend their rights in the premises, but, if 
they carry their threat into operation, im- 
mediately become liable to arrest and pun- 
ishment under the following section of the 
State law of Illinois, passed last winter, affix- 
ing penalties for obstructing business : 

duc. 3. If two or more persons shall willfully 
and maliciously combine or conspire together to 
obstruct or wnpede, by any act, or by méans of 
intimidation, the regular operation and conduct of 
the business of any railroad company, or any other 
corporation, frm, or individuai in this State, orto 
impede, hinder, or obstruct. except by due process 
of law, the regular running of any locomotive, 
engine, freight, or passenger train on any railroad, 
or the labor or business of any such corporation, 
firm, or individual, such persons shall, on convic- 
tion thereof, be punished by fine not less than $20 
nor more than $200, and confined in the County 
Jail not less than twenty days nor more than ninety 


days. 
The provisions of this section of the law 


are so explicit that the lumber-shovers will 
have no difficulty in ascertaining its mean- 
ing ; and it may be added that the business 
men of this city, after the disastrous experi- 
ences of the past two or three weeks, are not 
in a temper to allow interference with their 
business, nor are the authorities in a temper 
to allow any violent proceedings upon the 
part of a mob to stop labor. So long as 
these proposed strikers refrain from inter- 
ference with business, no one will interfere 
with them, but, the moment they commence 
to hinder others by force from working, they 
violate the law, and will be dealt with as a 
mob, and will be prosecuted under the stat- 
ute cited. 

There is still another and even more seri- 
ous aspect of the case which these lumber- 
shovers would do well to consider before 
they rush into a strike, and that is, whether 
they will not cut themselves off from work 
altogether. In view of the very depressed 
condition of the lumber business, the neces- 
sity for economy in every direction, the in. 
jurious effects of the recent strikes, and the 
higher cost of city labor, insurance, dockage, 
and taxes, several of the larger manufactur- 
ers have been contemplating for some time 
piling lumber at their mills in Michigan, and 
distributing it dry to their country custom- 
ers, instead of piling and drying it in Chicago. 

They have been led to this emergency by 
several reasons. Itis stated to be a more 
economical way of distributing lumber. It 
accomodates the country buyers who now 
purchase lumber by cargo, and prefer it dry, 

instead of buying by the car-load in Chica- 
go. Lastly, it gives the manufacturers 
an opportunity, they say, to employ a larger 
number of men, who would otherwise lie 

idle about the saw-mills, and to retain them 

as loggers for the winter. A correspondent 

of Tue Tame has already shown that 

large quantities have been piled at Muske- 

gon, Grand Haven, and Oconto, and dried 

anddistributed from those points; that at 

Minneapolis all lumber is manipulated by 

mill-men, and sold direct from the yards; 

and that the same is done at Clinton, Ia., 

where labor is 25 per cent cheaper than it is 


one hand, they have to consider a question of 
policy, the certainty of work at $1.25 per 
day, with an increase when business warrauts 
it, or the probability of no work at any 
wages. On the other hand, they have to 
consider a State statute which admits of no 
compromise, or arbitration, or infringement 
without penalty. Can they afford to strike, 


And in this roundabout way a project is to be 
defeated which is admittedly in the interest 
of the street, the city, the parks, and the 
public, and which is enthusiastically ap- 
proved by all whom the matter concerns, and 
opposed by nobody, unless it may be some 
individuals of the dog-in-the-manger sort. 
The people of the South Division of the 
city and of Hyde Park will not like to rest 
satisfied with this disposal of the project. 
The Council should hardly be governed by a 
report of a committee which has been made 
up from mere hearsay. In view of the fact 
that the transfer of Michigan 
avenue 1s demanded by their constituents, is 
it not the duty of the Council to pass a 
resolution granting to the Park Commis- 
sioners all the city’s interest, and title, and 
control in Michigan avenue, provided that the 
Park Commissioners will assume the trust as 
part of the system under their control, im- 
mediately improve the thoroughfare in the 
same manner as their other boulevards, and 
henceforth keep it perpetually in repair? 
Such a resolution will jeopardize no in- 
terests, as, in case the Park Commissioners 
refuse to accept the conditions, the control 
of the street will remain where it is now; 
but it will place the responsibility upon 
the Park Commissioners. It will then 
be for them to say whether they will 
aceept the street under these conditions or 
not, and the Council will have done its duty 
to its constituents. When the case is thus 
presented to the Park Commissioners, it is 
not unlikely that they will take a different 
view of it from that which bas been accred- 
ited to them. Their counsel will probably 
find a special act of the Legislature, passed 
several years ago, which permits the Park 
Commissioners to extend their jurisdiction 
over property not originally included in the 
park system, and a precedent will be cited in 
the case of Oakwood Boulevard, which was 
accepted as a grant from the property-own- 
ers, improved, and is now kept in repair 
and managed by the Park, Commissioners, 
the same as the Grand and Drexel Boule- 
vards. At all events, no harm can come 
from the passage by the Council of such a 
resolution as suggested. It will show the 
Oouncil’s willingness to gratify a popular de- 
mand, and it can be determined afterwards 
whether the Park Commissioners will be jus- 
tified by the law in accepting the grant and 
assuming the trust. 
HARMS’ EXTRAS, AND EXPENDING PUB- 
LIC MONEY. 
The decision of Judge Fanwezit in the 
case of Hans’ extras is deserving of public 
attention, and also of public commendation. 
It conveys an instructive lesson, which 
should never be forgotten by Legislative offi- 
cers. Hznry Harms was a contractor for 
building the foundations of the Court- 
House. His contract price was $84,000. 
The contract specified that the County Board 
might direct changes or alterations in the 
plan of the work, and that for all extra or 
additional work he should be paid such sum 
as the architect should certify to be due 
him,—the architect being made the sole arbi- 
ter in the matter. That was the contract. 
When the work was completed, the archi- 
tect certified that the contractor was 
entitled to something like $117,000; 
but the contractor demanded the 
sum of $150,000. Harms appealed to the 
County Board, which body, after more than 
eight months’ deliberation, passed an order 
directing that he be paid substantially his 
whole claim from the County Treasury. An 
injunction restraining the payment in excess 
of the award of the architect was granted, 
and has now been made perpetual by Judge 


FaRWELL. 
The mere sum of money involved in the 


claim of Harms was comparatively insignifi- 
cant, but the sum of money eventually de- 
pendent on this decision is a large one. 

The first attempt to plunder the public was 
in the awarding of the contracts at extrava- 
gant prices. Such, however, was the war- 
fare on these proceedings that that policy 
was abandoned, and the claim for extras” 
was considered more advisable. The Harms 
case was therefore made a precedent, and 
the Board of Commissioners, setting them. 
selves up as liberal and generous em- 
ployers, undertook to vote the con- 
tractors large additions to their con- 
tract prices. The arrest of the Harms 
allowance by injunction was not foreseen ; 
and the delay was so great that WaLxxn, the 
contractor for stone, became impatient. He 
had a claim for $92,000 for extra material, 
but the architect refused to certify to 
more than $9,000, and Warn appealed to 
the Board. In like manner, Sxxrox. another 
contractor, had a claim for “extras” to 
which the architect refused to certify. Pend- 
ing the decision in the Harms case it was 
considered prudent by the County Board to 
disallow the claim until the question of 
power was decided by the Court. 

The system of paying for building the 
Court-House by extras was a bold, if not in- 
genious, one. The contracts were originally 
for liberal prices, but it was never intended 
that the expenditure should be limited to 
those prices. In the contract it was stipu- 

ulated that the contractors should be paid 

whatever sum for extras might be award- 

ed them by the architect. This officer 

was appointed by the Board, and his acqui- 

escence in robbing the public was considered 

as certain. Architect Eaan, however, proved 

to be a different kind of man ; he has refused 

to obey the orders of the Ring. He defiant. 

ly resisted all threats in the case of Hanus 

and of Watxer. In consequence of his ob- 

stinacy and his defense of the public, the

As to the law of the case,—if there was no dis- 

pute about the facts,—I understand it to be this: 
that the Board of County Commissioners have a 
right to build the Court-House, and to decide how 
it shall be built, and in what manner a contract 
shall be let. and what shall be paid for it, acting, 
of course, as reasonable and judicious men, -with 
an ordinary care of judgment and discretion, with- 
out fraud or such stupidity as is equivalent to it. 
They have no right to be liberal; they have no 
right te be generous; they have no right to give 
away money to people. They are to conduct the 
business of the county on business principles and 
in a business way. They are not intrusted with 
the authority which they exercise, and with prop- 
erty which they have charge of, for the purpose of 
making presents or of engaging in acts of benevo- 
lence. If a man employs a person to 
do a piece of work for him at a con- 
tract price, and, when the work w done, the 
laborer or mechanic has not gotten paid for his 
work, it is a very honorable thing fer sucha man 
to give the mechanic money to which he has no 
legal claim. That is a very honorable thing. But 
people who are intrusted with other people's 
money. who are acting in an officiai capacity, have 
no right to exercise such generous impulses of 
heart. The Board of County Commissioners are a 
sort of corporation. They area municipal cor- 
poration, and, as such a corporation, they have no 
soul, and no rightto have any. They are to do the 
business intrusted to them ina strictly business 
way, without fear or favor to anybody. And when 
Mr. Hanae got through with his work he had no 
legal claims against the County of Cook for any 
compensation other than what the contract gave 
him. They had no right to give it tohim, no mat- 
ter if they voted it in the best motive and acted in 
away for which they would be praised if acting as 
private citjzens, for the simple reason that they 
have no right to be generous with other people's 
money. 
This is not the only obstacle placed in the 
way of this County Ring during the last few 
days. In order to avoid the vigilance and 
integrity of the architect, and the inter- 
ference of the courts, the Commissioners re- 
solved that the new building should have a 
mammoth dome, one-half of which should 
be over the county wing and the other half 
over the city’s portion of the building; and 
they ordered that Mr. Szxtrow should con- 
struct this dome, omitting all stipulations or 
contract as to price. For this work the Board 
would have discretion to pay what they 
pleased. But this scheme has been defeated 
by the peremptory orders of the Common 
Council that there shall be no dome over any 
portion of the city’s half of the building ; so 
that all that Sexron can build is one-half of 
a dome, or a half circle resting on a founda- 
tion of the same shape. That kind of a 
dome will be so difficult to construct and 
promises to be such a monstrosity that we 
think even the Commissioners will abandon 
the job. Thus circumvented and hedged in 
by the Council, by the courts, and the archi- 
tect, the Ring may well despair of any hopes 
of further plunder. In less than ninety days 
there will be an election, at which, unless 
there is a great mistake as to the temper of 
the public, at least five of these Commis- 
sioners will be forced to make room for men 
having different notions of duty to the pub- 
lic, and who will attend to the public busi- 
ness for lawful compensation, and have noth- 
ing to do with extras.

No intelligent advocate of 
free will imagines that the will is out of all 
relations with man’s other faculties. He 
knows that itis linked on the one side to 
thought, on the other to feeling, and that it 
requires motives or reasons in order to act. 
These come from outward objects, inward 
tendencies, ideas, habita, ete. Hence, what- 
ever affects these affects the appearances, 
and influences, and surroundings amid which 
a man makes his choices; and often, while 
the man is conscious of deciding freely, no- 
body doubts what his decision will be, or 
what will be that of a thousand 
or ten thousand men similarly circum- 
stanced.

When shall we have better times? When will 
trade improve, industry revive, and the values 
of real estate and other property return to 
something near their figures of five years ago! 
These are the questions which one hears every- 
where and every day. About every other man 
whom one meets in business circles has some 
pet scheme of his own by which all these things 
are to be set right, but the trouble with most of 
them is that they propose to cure a great 
variety of ailments which now afflict different 

commercial world dy 
to 


and has been for five years a general depression 
of trade, but the causes are and require 
different treatment, not only in each country, 
but they are somewhat differeyt, and the trou- 
bles will run over a different course in the dif- 
ferent sections of our on country; and the 
object of this enlargement of our usual real 
estate article is to present briefly some of the 
evidences that in the West, and particularly 
here in Chicago, the culmination of the “ hard 
times has probably been reached, and that 
though New England may still have reason to 
complain that her industries are less profitable, 
and her people growing poorer from year to year, 
and though New York and Pennsylvania may 
have their industries disturbed by labor strikes, 
the great agricultural States of the Northwest 
will not — de less — but = — 
parative ro crease * 
and finally Pthat Chicago, asthe metropolis of 
this more prosperous region, may reasonab! 
expect an active trade, profitable industries, a 
an increasing value for her real estaté, when the 
experience of the Eastern cities y may 
be just the reverse. 

In looking over some of the most important 
elements which promise this exceptional pros- 
coy for the Northwest and for Chicago this 
fall, let us begin with the grain crops marketed 
through this city, taking 

THE WHEAT CROP, 

comparing its volume with that of the two pre- 
vious years, and accept this—as we reasonably 
may—as an index of the same prevailing feat- 
ures in all the other crops of the Northwest. 
The crops of the great wheat-producing States 
of the Northwest for 1877 have now been so 
nearly secured and so accurately estimated that 
there can scarcely be any important difference 
from the following figures: 


Total. ..93,000,009 61,000,000 
These figures, showing that the four States 
above-mentioned will have say 56,000,000 busb- 
els more wheat to sell than they had last year, 
may be relied upon as being as near correct as 


the very best information can make them. They 


are made mainly from the reports and esti- 
mates of the National Agricultural Bureau, and 
confirmed (as to the yield per acre) by the ob- 
servation of trustworthy men of this city who 
have recently visited all the States mentioned. 
In Minnesota, for instance, the acreage of the 
three years is known to be about as follows: 
1875, 1,764,000 acres ; 1876, 1,874,000 acres; 1877, 
1,900,000 acres. The fact now fully established 
of the great yield per acre this year over last, or 
even 1875, confirms the estimate of 35,000,000 
bushels against only 16,000,000 last year. For the 
other three States the estimates are equally 
trustworthy. 

We may mention incidentally that the aggre- 
gate wheat crops of Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee will exceed the ag- 
gregate of last year by probably 35,000,000 to 
40,000,000 bushels, and that the crop in Califor- 
nia will tall probably 12,000,000 bushels short of 
Jast year; but it was not the purpose of this 
article to take into consideration the wheat sup- 
ly of the world, nor even of the whole United

THE LUMBER TRADE. 


But within the

the lumber supply of the Northwest will cut an 
important figure in turning more lumber 
trade to Chicago than for several years 
past. This feature is the established 
fact that the Upper Mississippi lumber region 
will not be able to furnish its usual y to 
the dealers along the Mississippi from Dubuque 
to St. Louis. The lumber-dealers of that 
region have, after a great deal of careful calcu- 
lation, settled down to the conclusion that the 
supply of pine logs from the Upper Mississippi 
(north of Minneapolis) the St. Croix, the Chip- 
peway, and Black Rivers will be, say, 600,000,000 
feet short of the supply of last year (some esti- 
m indeed, make it over 000,000 feet). 
This is caused by ad ncy of water 
last spring in all the above-mentioned rivers to 
float the logs out from the pineries. The logs 
were cut last winter to as large an extent 
as usual, but to the small 


volume of water the streams a 


banked in the Lake Michigan and Huron region 
this last winter was also a full average one, 
and while there may be a slight shortage in the 
summer supply from this region, it will not be 
sufficient to neutralize the force of the argu- 
ment in favor of the improvement of the lum- 
ber trade of Chicago this fall at the expense of 
the Jumber trade of the competing dealers on the 
Mississippi River. The Upper Mississippi lumber 
region will supply them „ with only 
about 900 million feet instead of the usual 
average of 1,300 million. This deficiency of 40 
r cent in the supply of lumber from the 
Ipper Mississippi on will be felt almost en- 
tirely in the States of Iowa, Kansas, and North 
Missouri, and wili oblige lumber dealers in those 
States to come to Chicago for a r portion 
of their supplies than ever before. ready the 
effect bas been to advance the coarse grades of 
lumber everywhere on the Mississippi all the 
way down to St. Louis, and hag sent buyers here 
for those grades who have never come before. 
Owing to the competition of the Mississippi 
River supply, Chicago dealers have not been 
able to sell any coarse lumber west of the 
the last 
the will 


buy, the demand wilt be largely increased. 

Thus, on the whole, there seems everv reason 
to expect not only that there will be a change 
from the present ruinously low prices of lumber 
hicago dealers and mill-owners w 
get the benefit of a large increase in the general 

emand. 

Having thus taken a brief glance at the two 
great branches of busivess which were the first 
to make Chicago a city at all, let us come nearer 
home and take a look at some of the internal ele- 
ments of growth and prosperity, viz.: the city 
manufacturing industries which in Chicago 
have continued to grow from year to year, an 
almost from month to month, in spite of all the 
trouble and depression in the Eastern States, 
in spite of labor strikes, in spite of the insane 
demand of a few ior impossible resumption of 
specie payments in gold, and are growing now 
notwithstanding the lack of confidence in finan- 
cial affairs generally: First among these let us 
refer to : 

THE MANUFACTURE OF CLOTHING. 

We have recently had access to the most 
trustworthy statistics extant on this industry, 
and we find the summing up of the whole 
business for 1876, being elaborate and complete. 
There are twenty-one housesin Chicago that 
manufactured above $100,000 worth of clothing 
each in 1876. Desiring not to make invidious 
comparisons we will, instead of the names of 
the houses, simply indicate them by letters of 
the alphabet, each letter and each of the follow- 
ing amounts representing the name and amount 
of clothing manufactured by each of the twenty- 
one houses, viz.: A, $1,800,000; B, $1,300,000; 
C, $1,600,000; D, $1,100,000; E, $1,000,000; F, 
$1,000,000; G, $1,000,000; H, $800,000; I, $600,- 
000; J, $350,000; K, $350,000; L, 000; M,

of other sorts is 
that each male operative represents from four 
to five persons supported by his labor, but in 
this case, reducing the average to something 
less than three to each male, we should gave a 
total population of say 30,000 persons supported 
in gay by the manufacture of clothing 
alone. Aside from the interest in the mere 
statement of the clothing manufacture here, 
is the more important fact—for the purposes 
of this article—that their immense man- 
ufacture has been steadily increasing, 
notwithstanding the hard times. Ten 
vears ago the manufacture of ‘clothing 
in Chicago was entirely unknown, and as late as 
eight years ago did not amount to above $1,000,- 
000 a year. The opinion of those engaged in it 
now is that there has not been a year since 1868 
that the business has not increased. The lower 
prices of goods in 1876, as compared with pre- 
vious years, must also be taken into account as 
showing even a larger increase in quantity than 
is indicated by the mere increase in aggregate 
value. But now we come to the point of most 
interest in this matter, viz.: That tue business 
of 1877 will show alarge increase over 1876. 
The manufacturers with whom we have con- 
versed are generally of the opinion that 
the total value of goods manufactured in Chica- 
go in 1877 will reach about. teen million dollars, 
thus showing an increase of say 15 per cent on 
the business of last year. 

THE BOOT AND SHOE MANUFACTURE 

is a cognate line of industry to the clothing, and 
from the house which manufactures the largest 
amount of any in Chicago we obtain the follow- 
ing items of its extent and prospects, viz: 

There are nine houses in Chicago which in 
1876 manufactured goods to the aggregate value 
of $38,000,000, employing about 1,000 workmen, 
and thus supporting a population of say 4,000. 
In 1874 the total manufacture af boots and 
shoes in Chi did not much exceed 
$1,500,000. Like the clothing trade, the busi- 
ness has grown steadily since then from year to 
year, and the most conservative estimates are 
that the business of 1877 will show an increase 
of 3 = cent on that of 1876. 

Talking of shoes makes one think of 

LEATHER, 

and in the manufacture of this great staple we 
find an increase proportionate with the clothing 
and shoes; indeed, the present proportions of 
the leather manufacture have been nearly all 
attained in tne last five or six years. The total 
value of leather manufactured in Chicago this 
year—1877—will be about $6,000,000, and the 
total capital used is about $2,750,000. 

But within the last five months extensive 
preparations have been made for increasing the 
business. Within that time five new tanneries 
have been established in different portions of 
the city, viz.: One oy. Lapham, Simbert & Co., 
on the South Branch, for thé manufacture of 
sole leather; one by the trustees of the estate 
of J. 8. Sharp, on the North Branch, for upper 
leather; one by Walker, Oakley & Co., on the 
North Branch, for upper leather; one by Grey, 
Clark & Co., on the North Branch, for upper 
leather; and still another tannery by a firm of 
whose name and location we have not been able 
to get particulars. The increase of capital in 
the manufacture of leather in Chicago in 1877 
over 1876 will be about $1,000,000, and it is esti- 
mated by those in the business that the total 
capital employed in 1878 will be, savy, 83.000, 000, 
and the vaiue of the product about $6,750,000. 

But the growth of the manufacturing inter- 
ests of Chicago is not confined to the above- 
mentioned lines—it is general, as may be seen 
by the following items in regard to the estab- 
lishment of 

OTHER NEW INDUSTRIES 
and the enlargement of old ones: 

The Joseph H. Brown Iron & Steel Com- 
pany, of South Chicago, bave recently negoti- 
ated their bonds in the East to the amount of 
$250,000, with the proceeds of which they pro- 
pose to erect in connection with their present 
works a large blast furnace to cost about 680, 000, 
besides stocking their mills with ore, etc. This 
Company has aiready expended $475,000 in 
buildings and machinery at South Chicago, and 
by the ist of January, when the blast furnace is 
completed, their entire investment will aggre- 
pe

But now we come to 

THE POINT OF ALL THIS 
in the unavoidable conciusions, 

First—That in the abundant crops of the 
Northwest this year we have the certainty of a 
greatly increased demand for goods, the main 
portion of which will unquestionably be bought 
in Chicago. 

Second—That our manufacturing interests 
are growing at a rate scarcely ever exceeded by 
New Engiand even in its most prosperous days 
of manufacturing industry. 

Third—That this growth of business in Chica- 
go at a time when the Eastern States ana 
Eastern cities are depressed, cannot fail to 


capital in Chicago. 

If this capital does not find employment in 
the re-establishment here of manufacturing in- 
dustries that are languishing in the East, it 
will find it in real estate. It is utterly 
absurd that real estate in a city with the basis 
of prosperity we have i in the foregoing 
items, should be depressed as much as in the 
Eastern cities where there is no such basis of 
prosperity. It is absurd that real estate should 
be considered the same or that there 
should be the same ratio of decline everywhere 
in view of the hard times. The value of real 
estate is entirely a local matter, separate and 
distinct in each locality and in every city, and 
the next twelve months can scarcely fail to 
demonstrate this in favor of Chicago. Of 
course it will be argued that it is the pressure 
of debt and the great number of 

FORECLOSURSS OF EASTERN MORTGAGES 

in Chicago that have exercised the greatest in- 
fluence in demoralizing people’s views about 
real estate here as well as elsewhere. About 
this matter of mortgage foreclosures and the 
unwarrantable demoralization of the mort- 
gagors, the grasping disposition and illegal pro- 
ceedings of many,of the Shylock mortgagees, we 
propose to say something in another real-estate 
article a week hence, as we have no room for it 
here at present. The main point of our article 
this week is to show that there is to be found in 
Chicago a firm foundation for the expectation 
of a great improvement in trade and in the 
values o estate within the next twelve 
months, but especially that this is exceptional 
in the case of the Northwest, in other words, 
that the Northwest—and b 


will be prosperous though the trade and in- 
dustries of all the cities east of Ohio should de- 
cline. 

It is true tne outlook this fall ts not entirel 
clear of clouds. There will, of course, be tn 
usual strain onthe banks in September, for 
currency to market the crops. This year it will 
be aggravated by the facts that the volume of 
currency has been greatiy reducedin the last 
year, and also by the fact that at least 25 or 30 
per cent more currency will be req to move 
the crops of the West this year than last. 
There are also the labor-strikes, which may not 
only strike labor, but capital, with a temporary 
paralysis. But the great facts are indisputable, 
that this volume of increased wealth, the 
increased crops of the Northwest, must have its 
beneficent effect, sooner or later, on the whole 
country where it was uced, and that the in- 
creasing manufacturing industry of 
must concentrate a great part of this benefit 
here in Chicago to increase the value of its im- 
provements and its land. 

The —— 1 views have indeed been held 
by many capitalists and traders of this city for 
a month t, notwithstanding the prevailing 
discou talk of many croakers, and the 
evidence of this is in the 

LARGE AMOUNT OF BUILDING 

now in progress in this city. We estimate that 
there are not less than 600 houses of all descrip- 
tions in process of construction in Chicago at 
the presenttime. This, it is true, is nothing 
like the number in progress at this season five 
years ago, but we venture to say it is twice as 
many as are being built in any other American 
city. 

Without attempting to particularize to any 
considerable extent, let any one get into an 
Indiana avenue car, ride to the South 
Park, and note the improvements on 
his route. First, he would find 
that the west side of Wabash 
avenue between Madison and Monroe streets, 
which, six months ago, was unimproved on half 
its frontage, is now completely filled up with 
the very best class of city business buildings, 
three splendid stores having an aggregate 
frontage of about 100 feet, being in process of 
construction there now. Between that and 
Twenty-second street, he would find nearly a 
dozen of a less expensive sort that have been 
erected in the last three months. When he got 
to Thirty-sixth street, on Indiana avenue, he 
would find two blocks of two-story and base- 
ment marble front dwellings, fifteen in all, in 
progress; at Thirty-ninth street he would not 
only find several new stores and houses, but be 
would find an extension of the Indiana avenue 
railway, a mile aod a half, made within the last 
few weeks to the South Park. At Forty-first 
street he would find the entire east front of 
the block, from Forty-first to Forty- 
second street. on Indiana avenue, tilled 
with a long row of tasteful cottages. ntinu- 
ing his ride in the car to Fifty-first street he 
would find at the park several new houses and 
places of resort for tne great number of people 
who have begun to go down there every after- 
noon by the horse-railway. Walking through 
the Park, and taking the — dummy 
back to Thirty-ninth street, he would find at 
that point on Cottage Grove half a dozen new 
stores, and at least a dozen houses, built within 
the past three month. Walking from there 
over to the lake shore, or up Langley aven 
or, in short, in any direction, he would fin 


houses in progress or just finished everywhere. [ 


And so taking any one of the street-car routes 
from the centre of the city be would find im- 
provement,—new new houses every- 
where. 
(As an — agg ene ay see we — 
mention that Mr. William H. Rand, of Rand, 
McNally & Co., who owns the entire frontage 
on the east side of Lake avenue from Fortieth 
to Brooke street, has decided to build there 
three detached residences to cost from $6,000 
to $8,000 each. These are to be made into 
handsome suburban homes, with abcut 100 feet 
of frontage for each lot. The considerations 
which have had weight with Mr. Rand in de- 
ciding to make these suburban improvements 
are probably a tair example of those that must 
soon influence to induce other land-owners to 
improve in like manner. They are, first, that 
in view of the large crops in the Northwest, and 
the movement of trade from the Eastern cities 
to Chicago, the trade of this city must 
increase very, largely this fall; second, that 
there will probably be no timein the future 
when he could build so cheaply as within the 
next three months.)

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Judge Farwell Quashes the In- 


gu 


dictments Against Him. 


The Legality of the Impaneling of the 
Grand Jury Is Sustained. 


But the Indictments Were Toe General 
in Their Wording. 3 


Judge Farwell delivered his decision yester- 
terday morning om the motion te quash the 
Walker indictment, Briefly stated, the motion 
was sustained on the ground that the charge of 
perjury was too*general in its nature. The fol- 
lowing is the decision: 

In this motion to quash the indictment against 
Edwin Walker, which came up the other day, 
on looking over the papers and the law appli- 
cable to it, as far as i have been able and have 
had the time to examine them, I have come to 
this conclusion: The statutes of our State 
place this matter of indictments and quashing 
of indictments upon a pretty liberal basis in 
favor of the people, not requiriug many of the 
technicalities required before, and doing away 
with many of the objections which would be 
known at common law, as I understand the 
statutes and the decisions of the courts. There- 
fore, upon the objection that this 
GRAND JURY WAS NOT PROPERLY SUMMONED, 
that there was some irregular practice as to the 
summoning of the jury and the returning of the 
indictments, etc., I conclude to overrule the 
motion. In the first place, whatever action 
was taken was taken by my predecessor, 
the Judge of this Court,and this objection was at 
a subsequent term made by somebody to the 
proceedings of the Grand Jury. The motion 
was made to set aside all the actions of the 
Grand Jury on that ground. I do not know 
who made the motion, nor in whose behalf, but 
the matter was brought before him at a subse- 
quent term and he overrnied the motion, and 
almost, as I understand, without argument, 
specially. In the next place, I judge there is 
some discretion in the Court; that it is not every 
irregularity that compels the Court to quash 
an indictment; that there is some discretion 
in the Court, to be exercised in a judicious way 
for the purpose of justice, and where the Court 
can see that somebody has been wronged in 
point of fact, in some substantial right. There- 
fore the Court should be jealous in protecting 
the rights of parties, and might be justified in 
zuashing an indictment for some such reasons.

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THE CHICAGO RIOT. 


What the London Times Says About It. 
London Times, July 28. 

If, as the latest from the United 
States assert, the railway strike is being 
suppressed, it must be admitted that the insur- 
gents have contrived to close their brief and 
startling career with a dramatic catastrophe. 
The Pittsburg riots were shameful] and menac- 
ing enough, but they were surpassed iu audacity 
and ferocity by the outbreak on Thursday at 
Chicago, That great city, proud of ite youthful 
vigor and atnazingly-rapid growth, believes 
itself destined to outstrip New York and 
Philadelphia in wealth and population, and to 
become the future Capital of the American peo- 

le. It must be deeply humiliating to the citi- 
ion of Chicago to be confronted with mob- 
violence in its most brutal and stupid form. 
The attack made upon the city on Thursday dif- 
fered in two respects from the 1 riots ; 
it was toa very slight extent org or sup- 

by railway-Operatives, and it was met 
by the authorities and the citizens with a 
cou which contrasts most favorably with the 
pusillanimity shown in the centre of Penusvl- 
vanian industry. At Chicago, on Thursday morn- 
ing, a mob, chiefly composed, as afterwards 
of foreigu laborers, and numbcring 
10,000 men, invaded the southwestern district of 
the town, capturing the railway communica- 
tions, forcibly closing the factories, aud spreasi- 
ing terror among the inhabitants, who fled for 
refuge to the parts occupied by the local Gov- 
ernment. The police were instantly called out 
in force, and were sent against the rioters; but 
they found themselves outnumbered and over- 
powered; the mob stoned them, and they re- 
with firearms; they were then 
The Mayor of the city aud 
the Governor of the State a ed tu the Presi- 
dent for military aid, and the latter at 
once telegraphed his consent to the employ- 
ment of the Federal troops for the preservation 
of the peace. The State militia were also called 
out in large numbers; but the rioters showed 
no disposition to yield without a struggle. Iu- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery weré sent to clear 
the streets, and a sharp conflict ensued, eulmi- 
nating in repeated cavalry-charges. The mob 
did not retreat until fifteen men had been 
killed, 100 wounded, and as many taken prison- 
ers. It is remarkable that the majority 
of these were found to be Poles and 
Bohemians, and that many notorious 
Communists were among the leaders of the dis- 
turbance. But the insurgents, though beaten, 
were not subdued; in spite of the reinforce-; 
meuts that poured in to the aid of the authori- 
ties, they again showed an aggressive front, and 
at 10 o'clock at night the-troops were oblige 
once more to attack them, firing two volicys 
upon them, and inflicting some serious loss. 
Since then the enemies of order seem to have 
been overawed; the troops are guarding raul- 
ways and other property, and the com- 
panies have succeeded in opening safe 
communication with Chieago. The die- 
credit of this outrage upon civilized 
society is, We may be sure, deeply felt by the 
prosperous and cultivated community upon 
whom the horrors of revolution have burst on a 
sudden. Indignation will nerve them to efforts 
which must be successful for the obliteration of 
the disgrace. The measures which President 
Hayes has ordered to be taken iu Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, and the stern tone in which State 
Governors are now addressing the msurgents 
show that the day of doubt and weaknes:, 
has passed. The danger that came so near 
destroying Pittsburg and Chicago may not 
spare other cities even wealthier and more 
populous. 

American society, then, is recovering rapid] 
from the schock that a few days ago threaten 
its mental equilibrium. With returning reason, 
courage, energy, and resolution are maki 
themselves felt. The outrageous bursts d 
passion which the last few days have witnessed 
must have warned every citizen of the United 
States against the danger of playing with social 
dynamite. scandalous scenes would 
never have been enacted if the rioters had not 
been encouraged by the indifference or the sympa- 
thy of the middle classes in their attacks upon 
the property of the raifway companies. It 
would have been infinitelv easier to 
the revolutionary 
when it frst 
it was to beat it back after it had raged for 
some time and invaded other interests besides 
the railways. Yet, now that the public senti- 
ment of the country has been thoroughly awak- 
ened to the necessity of putting down disor- 
ders, the task proves to be less cult than 
was apprehended in the first moments of con- 
sternation. Though the Federal forces have 
been perilously weakened by recent reductions, 
and have been scattered t h the most dis- 
tant Territories of the Union by the exirencies 
of the Indian wars, the few men who 
Were available for service in the East have 
begun to cow the rioters and to shatter 
their organization. Whenever there is 
time for cool reflection, even the most me 
ol the disaffected cannot avoid seeing the 
troops, though they may be few in numbers and 
apparently 2 , represent the organ- 
ized strength of the Federal Government. A 
defeat inflicted upon the Federal soldiery would 
be worse than a barren victory, unless, indecy, 
there was any room for ing that the conntry 
would condemn the intervention of the Execu- 
tiv,. Of this, however, there is no chance; and 
the i ts canyot but feel that their advan- 
tages in point of numbers and ition will 
ultimately avall them nothing. It is to this 
irresistible conviction, probably, that we are to 
attribute the gencral surrender of many impor- 
tant positions to the authorities. — 

The mischievous consequences o the wide- 
spread alarm. suspension of intercourse, and 
depreciation of property, are being severely 
felt. A meat-famine was feared in New York. 
and a coal-tamine was felt i St. Louis; anu, 
though the restoration of traffic on the trunk- 
lines will soon remedy these market-difficultics, 
the effect may remain for some time. Thus in 
two ways this insane attempt to coerve a single 
section of employers will tend to increase the 
hardships of the working class, by eugmenting

Hays made on the occasion of the State dinner 
given to the Gand Dukes Alexis and Constan- 
tine that there would be uo more wine or other 
liquor guzzied in the Executive Mansion— 
at least while she was there. This sentiment 
spread like wildfire, and no wine at 
our State dinuers has been inscribed on many 
temperance banners since. The liquor advo- 
cates tried to deny that Mrs. Hayes ever used 
such language, but that lady always told all 
who asked her about it that those were her 
sentiments, and that she was opposed to wive- 
drinking, Hayes himself, being spoken to on 
the subject, said that he was not a representa- 
tive temperance man, t h he did not use 
liquor in any form. He 
Mrs. Hayes had connected herself 
temperance movement in Ohio, and took vart 
inthe crusades and praying-band campaigns 
in that State, whica for the time were 
so successful. Several temperance me 
got together the Sunday evening _foliow- 
ing the dinner to the Dukes and organized 
the Society, using the name of Mrs. Haves in 
compliment to her.

n the country in praise of Mrs. Hayes and te 
stand that sbe took in regard te the use of 
liquor. And now for the cause of ihe threat- 
ened disbanding of the Society. It appears 
that on Monday last Mrs. Hayes sent a bouquet 
of flowers to Schuetzenfest, which has been 
in progress here this week, attached to which 
was a card conveying her compliments. This 
bouquet was handed about the Schuetzen 
Park, and the point made that Mrs. 
Hayes bad thus honored their Society, although 
she had so far zaid no attention to any Christian, 
temperance, or other res le festival. The 
members of the Mrs. Hayes Society heard of 
this, and, it is useless to say, were gulled a little 
over it. They appointed a committee to ascer- 
tain whether or not Mrs. Hayes did really send 
the bouquet. The committee re that 
Mrs. Hayes knew nothing whatever about the 
bouquet, and that it was simply handed to the 
Schuetzen procession as it passed the Executive 
Mansion, the custom deing to hand the 
Chief Marshal or head man of every proces- 
sion that passes under the Executive portico a 
similar bouquet. The Committee reported ſur- 
ther that Mrs. Hayes had requested that the 
statement that she gave a bouquet or sent one 
to the Schuctzens be denied, as it was not true.

SECRETARY BOUTWELL ON THE SYNDICATS, 

Ex-Secretary Boutwell writes to the Boston Daily 
Advertiser in auswer to the ciiticisms which have 
recently been made so freely about the relations 
between the Government and the Syndicate. In 
defending Secretary Sherman ex-Secretary Bout- 
well defends himself from the present Secretary 
inheriting his policy. Mr. Boutwell recalls the il!- 
success of his efforts in 1870 and 1871 to offer the 
5-per cent bonds to the public through the officers 
of the Treasury, and without the intervention of a 
Syndicate. There was an offer of what is 
now termed @ popular loan. Special and 
persistent efforts were made to se- 
cure subscriptions. In the end, and after 
every means to advance the undertaking had been 
exhausted, the subscriptions amounted to about 
$55, 000, 000, and of this sum more than $50, 000, 000 
were taken by the National Banks. Further than 
this the department was unable to proceed, and, 
after considerable delay, an arrangement was wade 
with a body of bankers for what remained of the 
first offer of $200, 000, 000 of 5 per cent bonds. This 
pian was successful, and from that time forward 
there has been no essential changes in the mode of 
managing the business. 

Mr. Boutwell claims that the fact that five Secre- 
taries of the Treasury in succession have employed 
the Syndicate is good proof that there was no bet- 
ter plan. 

»The truth is, he says, ** that no great loan, — 
aloan of $100,000,000,—has ever been taken by 
any people, except under circumstances widciy 
different from those existing in the United States 
at the present time. The French loan, of whichso 
much has been said, was a loan bearing 5 per cent 
interest, and it was sold at less than 80 cents on the 
dollar. If the peopleof the United States should 
offer a 5 per cent bond of indefinite time, at 85 per 
cent of its par value, the subscriptions would be 
equal to all the available capital of the country; 
but we have succeeded in placing first a 5 per 
cent, then a 4% per cent, and now a 4 
per cent bend at par im coin. England 
alone, of all the mations of the earth, 
can rival us in the matter of public credit; 
and England is the only nation that could place a 
4 per cent loan at par without the aid of bankers 
and the machinery of banking houses. The ac- 
cumulations of capital are so creat in England. the 
interest on money is there so low, and the public 
credit so well established, that a large loan could 
be negotiated at home; but, if it were offered in 
other countries, even England would be compelled 
to resort to the agency and help of bankers. "’ 

Secretary Boutwell believes that a large part of 
the recent popular eudscriptions were due to the 
knowledge of the people that the most eminent 
and wealthy bankers in the world were already 
subscribers for immense sums, and he is confident 
that the sales since 1870 are four times as great as 
they would have been if the business had been con- 
ducted solely by the officers and agents of the 
Treasury Department.

; DBEGENBRATED TROTTERS. 

Nothing more forcibly Ulustrates the uncer- 
tainty of trotting borses being of value for 
more than one season than a glance at the list 
of those which were good ones in their clase 
through the Eastern Circuit last year. Ou doing 
so It is at once apparent to even the most casual 
observer that of the winners a strikingly large 
proportion are this season of no account, or at 
least of so little value as not to be available for 
track purposes in any locality where hot con- 
tests are fikely to ensae. A few instances of 
horses that were considered good ones last sea- 
son that are now in comparative obscurity may 
not be uninteresting.

New Tonk, Aug. 12—3:30 a. m.—The corre- 
spondent of the Daily News, who is high in fa- 
vor with the Russian military authorities, states 
in his paper to-day that the reinforcements for 
the Russian army will require more time to 
reach the front than was at first sup 
posed, and that consequently it will be impossi- 
ble to conclude the war during the present 
year. Great battles will be fought, he says, but 
only north of the Balkan Mountains. The hope 
entertained by the Russians of being able to ad- 
vance on Adrianople at once has been post- 
poned, and the aim of the Russian Generals now 
is to sweep north of the Balkans, 
clear of the Turkish armies. The passes of the 
Balkans are to be 

HELD AT ALL HAZARDS, 

a strong position being taken up for this pur 
pose at Kasanlik. The necessity for thus re- 
stricting operations south of the Balkans 
arises from the serious aspect of at- 
airs north of that range. The Rus- 
sian armies there are unable to move, 
and must wait for reinforcements,—100,000 men 
are now on the way to the scene of operations. 
In accordance with this view, the blow which the 
Russians intended to gtve Osman Pashba’s army 
cannot be struck, because troops are not available 
in sufficient numbers. The right flank of 
the Russian army is sufficiently protected, but 
the means for renewed offensive operations are 
utterly inadequate. 

The News correspondent gives specific reasons 
why the Russians are not in a position to strike 
at the forces of Eyoub Pasha and Mehemet Ali 
Pasha. At best they can only stand on the de- 
fenstve and hope for better luck.

PAN-PRESBYTERIANISM. 
HOW IT 18 VIEWED FROM AN EPISCOPAL 
STANDPOINT. 

London Spectator, July 21. 

The Council of Presbyterians from all parts 
of the world, which has held session in Edin- 
burg for the best part of a fortnight, has now 
closed ita sittings, and it is well worth while for 
English Churchmen to strive as they may after 
an understanding of its doings and pretensions. 
True, the positive amount of what was trans- 
acted stands in an inverse ratio to the arrogance 
of the claim which was advanced. There was an 
infinitude of talk, such as seems to be an inev- 


imable concomitant of all such gatherings, though 
the outcome of mensurable work was slight. 
Trumpets were blown loudly, and with lusty 
breath, but it is more than questionable whether 
many Jerichos were shaken by the sound. Yet 
it would be a mistake to depreciate the signifi- 
cance of the assembiy, or wholly to condemn its 
assertion of place ve. That asser- 
tion was utly high, but it is not all un- 
real. Along with a good dea! of empty brag- 
giog and vainglorious parade, there was im- 
ressive demonstration of substantial unity and 
iving force. 

Three hundred and thirty-three delegates, 
commissioned from forty-nine separate churches, 
met in conference. Of old time, a mystic sig- 
nificance would certainly have been attributed 
tathese peculiar numbers, but they were reached 
accidentally. Some churches, whose representa- 
tives would have been admissible, sent none. 
Those who sent, did so in accordance with the 
rule that a clergyman and alay elder should be 
returned for every 100 congregations. Of the 
persons deputed several did not appear, but still 
it was atruly suggestive convention. its mem- 
bers came from all ends of the earth. The 
United States was very strongly represented. 
Not one of the British Colonies was without its 
delegate. Of 1er nationalities only Rus- 
siaand Turkey lacked some one to speak for 
them. The assemblage had a veritable wcumen- 
ical character, and the exhibition made of the 
cosmopolitanism that belongs to Presbyteri- 
anism, of its capacity for maintaining a vig- 
orous life under the most diverse and tryi 
conditions, was very striking. It was fit the

Here we have 
membership of over one thousand. They have 
built a church and bought & parsonage, at a cost of 
about $120,000, all of which is paid ex- 
cept $15,000, and support the Gospel to the tune 
of about $15,000a year. Forsix years the con- 

egations at preaching service averaged fully 
500. and for two years over 1,000, morning and 
euening, the year round. One year ago a preacher 
from a small country town was assigned to this 
congregation, which fell off to an average of about 
500 during the first quarter, to about 450 the sec- 
ond quarter, and to about $50 the fourth quarter 
of the year. In view of this, the official Board 
presented a petition, signed by twenty - two out of 
‘twenty-seven, asking to be left to be supplied,” 
leaving them free to hire a preacher such as they 
wanted. In the face of this the preacher was re- 
assigned. Here, it will be observed, was a. want 
of harmony. I may mention, incidentally, that 
delegations of laymen waited on the Bishop with 
opposite designs. Ont of them assured him that 
nine-tenths of the church wanted the pastor re- 
assigned; the other that eight-tenthe desired his re- 
moval. Here were seventeen-tenths represented, 
when, in point of fact, | suppose less than a nun- 
dred members had ever been spoken to on the sub- 
ject by either party. The Bishop, of course, 
weighed the petitions and gave verdict to the nine- 
tenths, rather than totheeight. In truth, it is 
easy to see that the division of the official Board in 
this case represented the mind of the congrega- 
tion. For the Board was intent on success. 
The verdict of the congregation was to have been 
found in their percentage of attendance. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 
WHAT THE BIBLE SATS ABOUT THEM. 
New York Witness. 

The Bible does not teach political economy in 
a technical way, but frequently refers to the 
mutual duties of empioyers and laborers. Thus 
it presents the principle: “The laborer is 
worthy of his hire.“ (see Matt. X., 10; Luke X., 
7; and 1 Tim. v., 18), and it charges masters to 
give to their servants that which is just and 
equal.“ (Col. tv., 4: compare Eph vi., 9.) 

It repeatedly asserts or intimates that wages 
should be paid promptly (Lev. xix., 13; Deut. 
xxiv., 15, 15; Jer. xxii., 13; Mal. iii., 5; Jas. v., 
4), and represents a selfish change of wages as 
unjust. (Gen. XXXI., 7, 41.) 

n the other hand, it teaches that men must 
work for their support (2 Thess. II., 10-12); and 
should be, in ordinary cases, contented with the 
wages they receive (Luke iii, 14), and should 
render hearty, conscientious service to their em- 
ployers (Col. fil, 22; 1 Tim. vi., 1, 2; Tit. U., 9, 
10); promoting the interests of those who fur- 
nish capital, as for as possible (Luke xix., 22, 


27).

was a necessary attachment to a hotel in Chica- 


go at that time. As the cireus- tent stood a lit- 
tle back from the street it was near the barn( 
which was made use of as a convenience for 

the horses to and from the tent. The 
eircus—I think they ‘talled it “The Grand 
Equestrian Arena —was not as extensive as 


_ Barnum’s, nor did they have separate tents for 


horses or anything else. But the performance 
was wonderful. One rifer by the name of 
Stone was put forward by the management as 


the greatest living equestrian. And so he was.

trades-union fashion, and each having an equal 
share in directing the affairs of the band,” 
which of course were generally most miserably 
directied. All this is to be done away with in 
the new organization, in which each one is to 
rely upon his own merits, under the leadership 
of a carefully-chosen management. 

The business affairs of the Chicago Orchestra 
will be taken care of by Messrs. John Hand, the 
well-known favorite of Chicago society, Joseph 
Clauder, an excellent joann musician, and 
lately the leader of the Great Western Band, 
and Mr. Freiberg, which gentlemen will alter- 
nately assume the musical leadership. Among 
the members of the Chicago Orchestra will be 
found the following well-known soloists, whose 
number is immediately to be increased by sev- 
eral importations from the East: Wilham Tehl, 
violin; Meinhard Ejichheim, violoncello; Kari 
Kurth, bass; August Hohn, flute; William 
Weisenbach, clarionet; Eberhard Ulaisi, bas- 
soon; Derman Brown, trombone: A. John, 
cornet; August Mueller, horn.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMA, Aug. 11.—It is proposed to abolish 
what are called the anti-corner rules upon the 
Board of Trade. A movement having this ob- 
ject in view is already on foot. 

It is proposed to remove all barriers, all 
restraints, to the unlimited running upon the 
Board of those damnable pests called cor- 
ners, in order that one or two or half-dozen 
men, regardless of all moral obligations to their 
fellow men, may have an opportunity of

playing a game of extortion under the sanc- 
tion of rule or law, of turning legiti- 
mately the entire business interests of 
the Board upside down from three to 
four times a year, thereby not only deranging 
and dem ali trade for the time being

In 
1875 he died, leaving a will bequeathing al) his 
fortune, consisting of 100,000 francs, to his 
hosts, who took possession of the property 
without opposition. One day M. and Mme. 
Cazaux were unpleasantly surprised by the ar- 
rival of Mile. Daram, who brought with her a 
document purporting to be the

of the deceased. By the terms of this docu- 
ment, the whole fortune of M. Laget was 
bequeathed unreservedly to his favorite pupil.

Daram by some person un- 
known, in an envelope marked with the stamp 
of the Paris-Villette office. The sender accom- 
panied the missive with the mysterious words, 
“Prudence and Activity,“ and concealed his 
identity under the signature de circonstance of 
“XXX.”
